This is siow Phil Cochran and 
his gang flew the vanguard of 
Gen. Wingate’s forces over the 
mountains in bright moonlight 
and put it down deep in the heart 
of Jap-held Burma. This is how 
some men died, but hordes of 
men lived to strike a vital master 
stroke to save China and to help 
Stilwell and Wingate conquer 
Northern Burma. 

Seven months of back-breaking, 
mind-searing work ended abruptly 
that last morning. Only hours 
— left—slow hours until take- 
off. 


There were two open spaces on 
the map, open spaces ringed with 
jungle and mountain, Let’s call 
them Fifth avenue and Bond 
street. Nobody had even been on 
the ground at either place. The 
troop-carrying gliders would start 
Gown into those places shortly. 
Fifth avenue and Bond street had 
to be taken and held at all costs. 

In the vast glider park there 
were voices from Brooklyn and 
Carolina, London and the North 
country, Liverpool, Texas and 
Nepal.

Japs Block Landing Field, 


The time drew on. Then sud- 
denly Cochran called a quick, 
emergency briefing.

It looks as 
if the Japs have obstructed Bon 
street, as if they were wise—so 
we're all going to pile into Fifth 
avenue. All right—get going!” 

John Alison came over on the 
run—John is a fighter pilot but 
he had checked out on gliders a 
few days before just to make this 
flight for he is Cochran’s second- 
in-command with the job of mak- 
ing an airport in 12 hours out of 
a jungle clearing.

Force in Heavy Strength. 

There was no excitement, no 
eager babbling to quiet screaming 
nerves, no bravado—for this was 
no quickly cooked-up raid. This 
Was an army, filling the great 
gliiders row on row behind us—a 
force in heavy strength with hun- 
dreds of miles of night flying 
ahead of us over trackless jungle 
and jagged mountains—night fly- 
ing completely over a formidable 
Jap force to let down far behind 
it and to operate on an extensive 
ecale in its rear. It was history 
in the making. 

The gliders are towed in pairs 
on long ropes. Seese was flying 
the left glider in our tow.

tax structure would be revised: 
Normal Tax—Reduced from 6 to 
|3 per cent—imposed against those 
| whose income exceeds $555, with 
no credits for dependents, but 
with a straight deduction amount- 
ing to 10 per cent .of income up 
to $5000. Thus a person making 
$2500 would pay normal tax on 
the amount remaining after de- 
ducting $500 and $250 (10 per cent 
‘of $2500) or 3 per cent of $1750. 
The present law has exemptions

Nick Etten had a perfect 
day at bat, getting three hits, in- 
cluding a home run, and walked 
his other time up. Outfielder Lar- 
ry Rosenthal, newest Yankee, 
drove in the tie-breaking run in 
the seventh iinning with a double, 
Stan Spence of the Senators also 
hit a home run, 

Buck Newsom, old Bobo him- 
self, began the 1944 season in fine 
fashion by hurling a five-hit shut- 
out against the Boston Red Sox as 
the Philadelphia Athletics  tri- 
umphed, 4-0.

book, put out by G. P. Putnam's 
Sons of New York.... Following 
Graham's “Lou Gehrig” and his 
“New York Yankees,” it is per- 
haps the most interesting of the 
works of this capable writer, a 
former reporter and columnist 
for the New York Sun. 

This “informal biography” 
takes you with McGraw through 
all his baseball days from the 
time he as a youth from Trux- 
ton, N. Y., first became a 
professional baseball player at 
the age of 17, through one of 
the most colorful careers to be 
found in the annals of baseball. 
. .. The reader gets a splendid 
picture of this fine player and 
later great manager and master 
mind as he coped with all sorts 
of problems concerning the dia- 
mond and the men who made 
their living on it. 

Graham touches on that 
period of McGraw’s playing 
history when he was brought to 
St. Louis against his will by 
Frank DeHaas Robinson, then 
the new owner of the St. Louis 
club of the National League.... 
Fans of today know vaguely 
that McGraw once played for 
the Cardinals....Old Timers 
recall that neither he _ nor 
Catcher Wilbert Robinson ever 
wanted to come here. ...

The Problem of Rabid Dogs» 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial, “A Safeguard Against 
Rabies,” shows a splendid spirit of co- 
operation on a vital issue of communi- 
ty interest. 

Because-rabies is primarily a disease 
of the dog, no program can succeed 
without the full co-operation and par- 
ticipation of the veterinary profession, 
any more than we would expect to con- 
trol a human disease without the co- 
operation of the medical profession. 

In order to control] any prevalent com- 
municable disease, it is necessary to 
abide by the principle of quarantine. 
We believe that in the present emer- 
gency, the dog-owning public will co- 
operate in any reasonable restriction. 

Rabies in the dog can be controlled 
by enforcement of these provisions: 

1. Systematic and continuous collec- 
tion and disposal of stray and ownerless 
dogs. 

2. An efficient system of licensing of 
all dogs for the purpose of establishing 
legal ownership and responsibility. 

3. Annual vaccination of all licensed 
dogs against rabies.

The pet dog is an Integral part of the 
American family, and consequently any 
regulations pertaining to the dog must

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Tip to the Weather Man 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Mark Twain to the contrary notwith- 
standing, something can and should be 
done about the weather. The forecasters 
should be moved to the country. 

Official temperatures from city bu- 
reaus are invariably at wide variance 
with temperatures on farms and in or- 
chards in winter and early spring. On 
winter nights when radiation operates 
undisturbed in the open country, but is 
impeded by smoke and other local con- 
ditions in the city, minimum tempera- 
tures have varied as much as 17 de- 
grees, This is a glaring example, but it 
serves the point: official temperatures 
are not the true temperatures food pro- 
ducers should have. 

Orchardists with a vital concern about 
low temperatures often doubt their own 
thermometers when they find them read- 
ing on an average of about three de- 
grees lower than official readings from 
nearby city bureaus. Hundreds of per- 
fectly accurate insttuments have been 
roundly cursed and smashed by suspi- 
cious fruit growers when the city weath- 
er man actually was not giving the true 
picture, solely because of his location. 

Incidentally, the city is the best place 
to grow tender fruits such as peacheg 
and plums, The chance of freeze sur- 
vival is about 2 to 1 over the country.

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A Subtle Attack on OPA 


Should the life of the Price Control Act, which 
expires June 30, be continued for another year? 
This is the subject of committee hearings now 
being held by both houses of Congress, and soon 
it will come up on the floor for debate. 

The reply to the question, at least so far as 
public statements are concerned, is overwhelm- 
ingly in the affirmative. It is generally agreed 
that, despite some shortcomings, OPA has done 
a good job of controlling prices, and that its 
elimination now would mean a disastrous set- 
back in the war on inflation. Only a few reac- 
tionary extremists want this agency abolished, 
but among the voices raised in favor of its con- 
tinuance there are disturbing calls for certain 
seemingly logical amendments. 

The danger to OPA lies in those proposed 
amendments As presented by their sponsors, 
they have a surface plausibility, a persuasive tone 
of correcting flaws in the present setup. Added 
up, however, they constitute the selfish cry of 
“price control for the other fellow” and embody 
the perilous theory, offered by special interests, 
that a few price increases would be a fine thing. 
It is up to the public to find out about these 
proposed amendments, so that it can exert the 
power of informed opinion if Congress seems in 
danger of swallowing the bait. 

One of the amendments provides for review of 
OPA rulings by Federal District Courts. In view 
of the complaints about the rulings, this may 
seem reasonable. However, there is now an 
Emergency Court of Appeals for hearing such 
complaints. If the 95 district courts over the 
country are also made available, this would mean 
a mass of conflicting rulings, a bogging down of 
court business and doubtless a series of appeals 
to the Supreme Court that would tie up the 
whole price-control machinery for months. 

Another amendment would turn over price 
control of certain key commodities, such as pe- 
troleum, rubber and foodstuffs, to the Federal 
agencies concerned with their production, Don’t 
these agencies, it is argued, know more about 
costs than the OPA knows? ‘The great vice of 
Federal bureaus, however, is the scattering of 
authority. To split up price control in this way 
would increase a trend that should be corrected. 
And if one agency sanctioned price increases, it 
would mean higher prices in other fields. 

The act now gives OPA the duty of maintain- 
ing “generally fair’’ prices, and it is proposed to 
make the seemingly minor change of striking out 
the word “generally.” This would give OPA the 
impossible job of insuring fair prices, and hence 
profits, for every enterpriser, no matter how tin- 
efficiently his business is run. Administrator 
Bowles warns that the change would mean huge 
profits for the more efficient concerns, and would 
actually “undermine the foundations of the sys- 
tem of private enterprise.” 

Opponents of food-price subsidies are busy 
again, pushing an amendment to forbid their use, 
despite previous rebuffs by the President and 
Congress. The old arguments are being trotted 
out, though it has been conclusively shown that 
money spent on subsidies has been a paying in- 
vestment, and that abolishing subsidies would 
bring a dangerous increase in living costs, 

The Supreme Court recently upheld OPA’'s pow- 
er to control rents, yet a lobby is at work trying 
to get this provision removed from the act. In 
this field OPA has made its best record of keep- 
ing costs down, and it would be a grievous mis- 
take for Congress to remove the effective re- 
straints on rent increases. 

Virtually every defect in OPA’s operations can 
be corrected by more vigilant patrolling of the 
price front, and by administrative adjustments. 
To tinker with the basic law now would mean 
flirting with the danger of runaway inflation. 

Official figures show that living costs in the 
53 months of World War I rose 65 per cent, while 
in the same period of this war they rose only 
26 per cent. It is the duty of OPA to hold the 
line against inflation, and now it becomes an 
obligation of the public to see that Congress 
holds the line against the subtle, deceptive 
amendments that would be ruinous to OPA.

Gen. Draja Mihailovic’s direct appeal for United 
States military aid is almost an affront. The 
only thing that makes it less than an affront 
is the unfortunate failure of the State Depart- 
ment publicly to recognize the topsy-turvy situa- 
tion in Yugoslavia as Mr. Churchill has done. 

Mr. Churchill has said: “Of course, the 
Partisans of Marshal Tito are the only people 
who are doing any effective fighting against the 
Germans now.” He has also made it clear that 
Gen. Mihailovic, while unwilling to fight Nazis 
until the Allies march on the scene to back him 
up, has been perfectly willing to fight Tito’s 
men whenever the opportunity presented itself. 

It is now no secret that Gen. Mihailovic col- 
laborated with the enemy in action against the 
Partisans: that his followers deserted in droves 
to join the other resistance group; that Gen. 
Tito’s amazing army engages as many German 
divisions as do Allied forces in Italy, while 
Mihailovic sits waiting for an invasion force to 
crank him up again. 

Secretary Hull said a few days ago that “there 
can be no compromise with Fascism and Nazism,” 
and that the United States is on the side of 
popular forces in Europe. If that policy is to be 
practiced, our recognition of Tito is over-due. 
Failure to go at least as far as Mr. Churchill 
has gone has given Mihailovic this opportunity to 
by-pass our closest ally and ask us for aid. 

At best, the General displays bad manners in 
presuming that American and British interests 
can be so divided. At worst, he has insulted

our intelligence, scoffed at the integrity of our 
stated principles and sought to prpvoke us to 
a unilateral action that Britain and Russia 
would have every reason to resent. 

The proper answer to Mihailovic is that not 
only will the United States refuse to grant his 
request for aid because he has been a traitor 
to the Allied cause, but that we will follow the 
British example in throwing our influence and 
our arms to Gen. Tito’s army. 
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Tomorrow in the Making 


The International Labor Organization, distin- 
guished exile from Hitler’s Europe, hag opened 
its twenty-sixth conference in Philadelphia. Al- 
most symbolically in the shadow of Independence 
Hall, it addresses itself more searchingly than 
ever to the causes and cures of an ailing world’s 
social and economic ills. 

John G. Winant, Ambassador to Britain, who 
in 1934 entered the I. L. O. as ranking American 
member of the secretariat, wrote in last week’s 
Saturday Evening Post a simple, thought-provok- 
ing exposition of that body’s job: 

It is concerned that men should be assured 
of the right to work, of reasonably safe and 
decent working conditions, of adequate re- 
muneration and of reasonable security for 
themselves and their families, both in periods 
of unemployment and at the end of their 
working lives. It also deals with the diffi- 
cult problem of creating the international 
conditions on which sound economic and in- 
dustrial relations among the nationg of the 
world can be built. 

In the midst of war, the I. L. O. plans a house- 
cleaning, a shifting of perspective. One of its 
most solemn obligations will be that of recom- 
mending to the United Nations postwar social 
and economic policies that seem most likely to 
bring order and a victory for human decency 
from the slavery and chaos of conflict. It is the 
good fortune of all nations that I, L. O., found- 
ed 25 years ago and representing government, 
labor and industry, is an autonomous body. Al- 
though attached to the League of Nations, it 
outlived the League becduse its uséfulness was 
never impaired, its course never shifted by the 
pressure or prejudice of any selfish Influence, 

Many of the hopes and precedents for intérna- 
tional co-operation are embodied in I. L, O, The 
eyes of many chancelleries, the dreams of men 
are fixed on Philadelphia.

As presi- 
dent of the Public Education Association, he has 
issued a blistering statement, and announces that 
his group is gathering data on how other cities 
select their boards, with the view to presenting 
proposals for reform to the next Legislature. 

The board majority’s despotic conduct in the 
face of popular demand for fall investigation of 
former Comptroller Lee’s serious charges is but 
the latest of many episodes proving that a real 
merit system and a change in the method of 
choosing members are long overdue. 
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They Were Three 


There were three of them: Kinney, Casey and 
Brogan. Legislators, all three, of another polit- 
ical era. It was early in the century when Michael 
E. Casey of Kansas City and Michael Kinney and 
Joseph H. Brogan of St. Louis began their rise to 
power in the Missouri State Senate. 

As long ago as the 1920s, Kinney, Casey and 
Brogan were the dominant triumvirate there, 
Then and all through the 1930s it was they who, 
more than any others, said what bills should pass 
and what should not pass. All three had been 
trained in the old machine-ridden school of ward 
politics, and they legislated as they were trained.

The Pendergast machine, so 
long the backer of Casey, had been broken. The 
Legislature was changing, as younger men came 
in. Now that Senator Casey has decided to re- 
tire at the age of 74, it will be different. Genial

The FPC and Electric Rates 


It is fortunate for the electricity users of St. 
Louis that the Federal Power Commission is con- 
cerning itself with the. proposed merger of La- 
clede Power & Light Co. with Union Electric Co. 
of Missouri. Because the transaction has an in- 
terstate aspect, the FPC has good grounds for 
a thorough inquiry. 

An agreement has been reached by the FPC, 
the Missouri Public Service Commission and 
the Securities and Exchange Commission to elim- 
inate from the rate base, when the merger is 
made, any Laclede property whose only function 
is to duplicate service rendered by Union Elec- 
tric property. Union Electric probably will agree 
with this principle, but its views ag to what con- 
stitutes duplicate property may not always square 
with those of the regulatory bodies. 

The broader experience of the FPC, combined 
with its recently established policy of expedit- 
ing all rate controversies, should be of immense 
help in resolving doubtful points.

LONDON. 


The smashing Soviet victories in the 
Crimea have not been accomplished by 
that unification of inter-Allied policy which 
they make more urgent. It will be dis- 
astrous if, at the very moment when the 
collapse of Nazism may be looked for, the 
major United Nations have not agreed on 
common objectives. 


In the absence of those common objec- 
tives, victory will mean not peace but an- 
other era of power politics, the outcome 
of which will be the Third World War. The 
governments owe this agreement to their 
peoples. They are not entitled to exact 
from them such vast sacrifices if these 
are to lead them into another cul-de-sac, 
from which in perhaps less than a decade 
war is again the outcome, 


It is time real clarity was introduced 
into the discussion of peace aims. Nothing 
has thus far emerged from Washington, 
London and Moscow which is genuinely 
helpful; one can discern not too faintly 
differences which give the horizon a tinge 
of blackness. 


Limit on Democratic Aims 


All we know of Prime Minister Church- 
ill’s outlook is that he denies—a startling 
denial—that the Atlantic Charter has ap- 
plication to enemy peoples, and whenever 
there is a chance of supporting the mon- 
archial principle, he lends it the aid of his 
resounding rhetoric. 


We do not find it easy to set the events 
of the last few months in the context of 
Teheran. There is confusion in Italy; con- 
fusion among Frenchmen; if America has 
a clear policy, I do not think it emerged 
in Secretary of State Hull’s recent state- 
ment, 


We are on the verge of an invasion of 
Europe which all know will cost the sacri- 
fice of countless thousands of young lives, 
It is not enough to invade for victory 
merely; it is time to define explicitly what 
the victory is to be for. We need to know 
that the law and order which the victors 
impose are not going to conceal the protec- 
tion of the very interests and traditions 
which led to this war. 


For Principle, Martyrdom 


No doubt it will be a gain for civiliza- 
tion of immense proportions that Nazism 
will be struck down in preparation for the 
decisive overthrow of Japanese imperialism. 
But it is time we were given the pattern 
of peace the leaders of the United Nations 
have in mind. It is important to realize 
that they are conducting diplomacy in this 
war in a secrecy which grows more, not 
Tess, sinister in its appearance. We are 
given a hope aroused by the general princi- 
ples to which Roosevelt, Churchill and 
Stalin have put their names, 


A wave of enthusiasm sweeps the occu- 
In the service of those 
principles, men of the quality of Orde Win- 
gate give their lives. In their service the 
cities of Europe are devastated. We are 
entitled to know that these principles mean 
the same in the Kremlin as in the White 
House, the same in the White House as in 
Downing Street, 

It is far from obvious that they do. Did 
Secretary of Navy Knox’s recent speech, 
for example, mean a new American oil im- 
perialism?. What exactly is the basis on 


which President Benes will create a re- 
stored Czechoslovakia in relation to the 
Kremlin’s search for security? Is Chiang 
Kai-shek’s view of the Chinese future @ne 
that can be maintained without plunging 
China afresh into civil war? Is the British 
view of the place of Chinese troops in the 
effort against Japan the same as the 
American view? 


Is there any evidence that the Polish 
provisional government is making a real 
effort to contribute to the European set- 
tlement? Is its authority so small over its 
own people that it cannot, for example, 
end the ugly exhibition of anti-Semitism 
in the armed forces which not even the 
smooth persuasiveness of Foreign Secre- 
tary Eden could explain away? 


At what stage are we to know the poli- 
cies which are behind the Anglo-American 
air conversations? . Why does Finland con- 
tinue the sacrifice of its masses with no 
more than a plaintive regret from London 
and Washington? When shall we make it 
possible for the world to understand that 
we will not sacrifice one life to recover 
their thrones for the Kings of Yugoslavia 
and Greece? When will the Soviet Union 
so act in the international field that mil- 
lions who recognized the heroism of its 
soldiers can stand firmly by the principles 
for which they are fighting? 


The Oneness of Peace 


Peace, said Litvinoff a decade ago, is in- 
divisible. If we are to make peace, we need 
the full and frank discussion which Wilson 
inaugurated in 1917. We are not getting 
it. We seem to be at a stage which looks 
grimly like the Congress of Vienna, so that 
one almost strains one’s eyes to detect 
who will be cast in the role of the Ger- 
man Talleyrand. 

If there is to be an indivisible peace as 
the outcome of this war, the minds of the 
common people must be made ready to 
enforce it. Typically little is being done 
to prepare those minds. From every part 
of the globe one sees little groups of con- 
spirators trying to make their private in- 
terest identified with that of the public 
well-being, of which it is the antithesis. 
Never have so many persons’ futures been 
threatened in the interest of 80 few. 

It is not yet too late for clarification. 
But the chance of a common understand- 
ing will not last much longer.

The present 
broader work concerns itself with the hu- 
man relations of the great men who were 
the Supreme Court from the adoption of 
the Constitution to the death of John 
Marshall.

Prof. Haines’ book leaves two lasting 
impressions. In the first place, the Su- 
preme Court Justices in the first 45 years 
of our constitutional history were poli- 
ticians. 

On the first page of his introductory 
chapter, the author says: “The extent toe 
which the members of the supreme judi- 
ciary and the tribunal itself have partici 
pated in and have influenced the political 
and partisan activities of the time, has, in 
my opinion, received inadequate considera- 
tion.” 

Both Chief Justices Ellsworth and Mar 
shall “actively ‘participated in party af- 
fairs.” The latter was Chief Justice and 
Secretary of State at the same time, and 
during that time “aided President Adams 
in selecting and securing the confirmation 
of Federalists for judicial positions.” And 
the author analyzes certain Supreme Court 
decisions “regarded as having political sig- 
nificance.” 

The other lasting impression is this: In 
American constitutional law the big issue 
has not been (as we were taught at col- — 
lege) between strict construction and loose 
construction. The big issue has been be 
tween mechanical interpretation, based 
merely upon rules, words, meanings, on 
one hand, and, on the other hand, realistie 
or functional or creative interpretation. 


John Marshall sincerely thought he al- 
ways used the mechanical method. Hig 
opinion in Marbury vs. Madison reads like 
a grammarian’s exposition. But the mod- 
ern advocates of the realistic or creative 
school of interpretation tell us that Mar 
shall was not an introspective man, knew 
nothing of modern psychology and never 
heard of wishful thinking or unconscious 
cerebration. 

These writers tell us that his interpre 
tation of the Constitution was really cre 
ative and not mechanical. They tell us 
that when we know the man completely, 
we will discover the truth of a modern 
Judge’s description of how cases of first 
impression are actually decided. 

In 1923 at Yale University, Justice Car- 
dozo said: “I found that the creative ele 
ment was greater than I had fancied: the 
forks in the road more frequent; the sign- 
posts less complete. . Some cases, of 
course, there are where one route and only 
one is possible. They are the cases where 
the law is fixed and settled. They make 
up in bulk what they lack in interest. 

“Other cases present a genuine oppor 
tunity for choice—not a choice between 
two decisions, one of which may be said 
to be almost certainly right and the other 
almost certainly wrong, but a choice so 
nicely balanced that when once it is an- 
nounced, a new right and a new wrong 
will emerge in the announcement.”

Question of Statehood 


Primarily statehood would give 


Puerto Rico two Senators and 
some Congressmen. That would 
raise the island's political im- 
portance, and give it a trading 
basis in Congress, besides enabling 
its representatives to voice the 
island's wishes in national and in-| 
ternational affairs--the Puerto 
Ricans were put into this war 
without consultation, or their 
being able to vote for or against 
it through any official spokes- 
man. The Resident Commissioner 
of Puerto Rico has all the rights 
and privileges of a Congressman, 
except that he cannot cast a bal- 
lot. Bolivar Pagan, the incum- 
bent, is an ardent advocate of 
statehood and the author of a 
book entitled “Puerto Rico the 
Next State,” in which, amusingly 
enough, there is not one single 
argument in favor of the change. 
That would, of course, enable the 
Puerto Ricans to vote for candi-| 
dates for the Presidency and Vice- 
Presidency and to play a role pro-'| 
portionate to their voting power 
in the councils of our political 
parties.

order to stand alone? Do we or 
do we not believe in liberty and 
self-government? Well, a _ first 
step has been taken. Senator 
Tydings of Maryland 'ong ago in- 
troduced a biil granting the Puer- 
to Ricans independence and fix- 
ing a period of 20 years during 
which the American tariffs shall 
be put on at the rate of 5 per 
cent a year. But why are we so 
mean and so stupid as to put on 
any tariffs at all?

Americas Ace of Aces

This is the first of a series of articles 
on 23-year-old Capt. Don Gentile, 
America's ace of aces in the Euro- 
pean theater of war. Capt. Gentile, 
whose parents came to America as 
poor immigrants from Italy, has 30 
enemy planes to his credit and was 
the first American pilot to surpass 
Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker's World 
War One record of 26 enemy planes 
destroyed.

combat briefing room at 

this fighter station and the 

thundering, smoke-filled skies 
over Berlin blended into one and 
the same picture in Capt. Don 
Gentile’s mind when Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower recently pinned the 
D. S. C. on Gentile’s tunic and the 
American ace dimly heard the 
citation being read aloud to the 
assembled pilots. Through the 
voice that was saying something 
nbout “extraordinary courage... 
leading his Mustang fighter squad- 
ron to disperse an enemy 
that outnumbered him by more 
than three to one” and beyond the 
General's friendly eyes and smile, 
Capt. Gentile saw a mass of Nazi 
Focke-Wulfs crash through the 
clouds. 

“There were 56 of them,” he re- 
called to me today, “and they came 
at the big rumbling Liberators like 
a handful of pebbles thrown 
against a window. We were fly- 
ing above the Libs and I remem- 
ber that split second between spot- 
ting them and leading my squad- 
ron on down to battle. It wasn’t 
any longer than any other second 
but I know I said a _ prayer, 
planned my action, and picked out 
my first Jerry before we peeled 
off. The Jerries were going 
through a box of bombers in 
swarms, our poor Libs were catch- 
ing hell and the target—Berlin-— 
was just ahead, I picked out my 
Nazi and got on his tail, but he 
was a ‘hot’ flyer and knew what 
the score was in combat. He gave 
me plenty of trouble, but I finally 
got a bead on him, gave him a 
couple of squirts, and he went 
down in a smear of smoke and 
flame.” 

Capt. Gentile was silent for a 
moment as he relived the scene 
in his mind. Then he continued: 

“My gasoline and ammunition 
supply weren't any too good but 
there was a lot of Jerries to work 
on and anyway you can't stop and 
figure out percentages at a time 
like that. So I ignored it and 
picked out another ‘candidate’—a 
FW190—and went after him. He 
immediately went into a _ tight 
turn and I went right after him. 
That’s a favorite evasive tactic 
of the Germans—and a _ very 
rugged one. The tighter the turn, 
the more liable you are to ‘black 
out,” We roared around and 
around, tighter and tighter, but I 
was in good shape and stuck with 
him. Once I ‘blacked out’ but 
only for a half minute, and I 
picked him up again right away. 

“Finally, he turned sharply out 
of it and into the sun to get away.

It was hard to see him, looking 
straight into the sun, but the 
range was right and I got in some 
strikes. I remember his plane 
pulled up sharply in a stall. Sooty 
smoke feathered out behind him 
and off came his cockpit canopy. 
As the plane nosed down, spinning 
like a top, the pilot hit the silk 
and I took a quick look around.” 
: 

APT. GENTILE broke off his 
C story of that memorable day 

to mention something which 
explains why he is the European 
theater’s crack American fighter 
pilot. 

“Those quick lodks are what 
make or break a fighter pilot,” he 
explained. “If you know how to 
look around and remember to look 
frequently you'll stay alive a lot 
longer and your garden of swas- 
tikas will grow a lot thicker. Per- 
fect eyesight and knowing how.to 
use it is 75 per cent of the game. 

“That quick look that day re- 
vealed a fierce battle going on be- 
tween one of our Mustangs and a 
Nazi FW fighter plane at ‘4 
o'clock’ (to Gentile’s right). The 
FW was on this guy’s tail and I 


. bounced for him immediately, But 


I got there too late. The Mustang 
sort of rolled over with a tired 
sigh and plunged toward the 
earth.” 

Gentile followed that Focke-Wulf 
“all over creation,” for, as he told 
me, he was “mad clean through” 
because that Mustang was one of 
his own boys, 

“That Jerry was a red-hot pilot, 
He dove from 20,000 feet to 8000 
and | went right down after him, 
He jerked out of it suddenly and 
[ don’t know about him, but for 
a long second the battle was over 
and I was dangling in the black, 
echoing void. “Then I came to 
and we went around and around 
together like a couple of spinning 
Chinese mice. I hardly knew 
where to look to find the ground 
—the horizon was all over the 
place, slanting crazily. My gaso- 
line had slumped dangerously and 
when I threw some strikes at 
him I saw a tracer—indicating 
my ammunition situation was get- 
ting critical. Just then, I got him 
lined up, closed in, and noticed 
that his tail was slipping side- 
ways. Chunks of debris flew back 
at me and a very hot German 
pilot. started back to his father- 
land—the quick way. I hung 
around for a minute and saw him 
splatter all over a tree.” 

He started talking then about 
a fighter pilot's thoughts and ac-

tions, hopes and ambitions, re 
vealing something of the inner 
Don Gentile and why he’s the su- 
per fighter pilot that he is. 

“You know how it is, you get a 
feeling that this time something's 
going to go wrong. It's sort of 
like a mother worrying about a 
child that stays out late. She im- 
agines all kinds of things. She 
sees him lying dead in a ditch 
somewhere or hurt in an automo- 
bile crash—and stuff like that. It 
doesn’t do any good and only rare- 
ly is the kid really in trouble. 
Worrying before a mission is 
something like that. The best 
thing to do is talk yourself out of 
it and concentrate on your planes 
and pilots and briefing informa- 
tion. 

“Whenever I get to stewing I 
remind myself of the hours my 
mother sometimes spent waiting 
up for me to come home nights 
back in Piqua, O., my home town. 
She'd sit up until all hours and 
by the time I got home she was 
always in a state but I was all 
right. She still worries, of course. 
Worries a lot—you can read it in 
her letters.”

ON gives much of the credit 
[) his high score to the aid 

given him by Lieut. Johnny 
Godfrey, “a long drink of water” 
from Woonsocket, R. I., who is 
Gentile’s wing man in combat. 
Gentile likes to talk about Johnny 
and this is what he told me about 
him: 

“Johnny and I found out some- 
thing about teamwork on March 
8 when we were over Berlin. We 
have team play all worked out 
and we use it. Some other fellows 
are lone wolves. but Johnny and I 
have identical signs painted on 
our engine cowling so we can 
identify each other quickly and 
we work on the Nazis together.” 

Don described how this brother 
act began on the day when they 
were escorting a “box” of Flying 
Fortresses into Berlin. 

“A large ‘gaggle’ (10 to 20 air- 
craft) of Nazi ME-109’s pounced 
on the lead ‘box’ of Forts below 
us and Johnny and I pulled into 
them... Above this scramble of 
Forts and 109’s were about 50 more 
Jerries flying in pairs and fours 
which I hoped ardently wouldn’t 
find time on their hands and noth- 
ing special] to do with it. I picked 
out two of them and gave Johnny 
the high sign on my radio and we 
went in after them head-on, pulled 
up and over and got right on 
their tails. | 

“We did six or seven turns with 
them and a band of flame off my 
‘five o’clock’ (to his lower right) 
told me that Johnny had nailed 


his Jerry. I had a hard time with 
mine. I just couldn’t turn inside 
of him to get him in position. The 
ME-109 is good on tight turns. 
Finally, I managed to squeeze in 
on a tighter turn, rode his tail to 
within 75 yards, and gave him the 
works. He rolled over and went 
down on a stream of white smoke. 
He was out of control and spiral- 
ling like a paper arrow. I pulled 
out of his way and went hunting 
for some more.”

ENTILE then described how 
[. he again met up with Johnny 

and proceeded with their team- 
work. They selected another ME- 
109 and Johnny maneuvered the 
Jerry into position with a head- 
on attack. Don-got a line on 
the Jerry’s tail and closed in to 
100 yards and as smoke puffed 
out, the enemy plane and its pilot 
parted company. 

From that time on, it was al- 
ways going to be a team when- 
ever possible. 

Don is a thin, dark-haired boy, 
with deep brown eyes and the 
Olive complexion of his Italian- 
born parents Three years ago he 
was a nervous kid who stuck so 
close to his R, A. F. wing com- 
mander that he never saw any- 
thing but his flight leader's tail; 
six years ago, he was scaring the 
daylights out of the good citizens 
of Piqua, O., in a home-made 
nine-sylinder “flying orange crate.”

fast fighter planes was born at 
the age of 10, when an army pilot 
made a forced landing near his 
home town. 

“Boy, he looked awful big,” Gen- 
tile recalls. “That army pilot was 
a real live hero to me, I began 
saving my allowance and as soon 
as I could, I began to buy books 
on planes.” 

During his junior year in high 
school, Gentile took the $300 he 
had saved, sneaked out to the lit- 
tle airport near Piqua and bought 
a plane built by the field owner 
and a mechanic. He had already 
taken flying lessons and soloed 
after eight hours and 20 minutes 
of instruction. Within a few days 
Piqua was electrified by the news 
that the Gentile boy was piloting 
the plane that came roaring down 
over the high school, the main 
street, and the rooftops of two 
houses wherein the two prettiest 
belles of the town lived. 

“It was only a matter of hours 
when somebody called mother and 
said did she know her son was 
flying a plane and was going to 
get killed?” Don laughed. “Boy, 
when I got home, mom and dad 
were waiting for me—and did I 
catch it—waew!” 

Grounded on parental orders, 
Don was also forbidden to go any- 
where near the airport. 


His father, “Patsy” Gentile, Pi- 
qua's leading cafe owner and “a 
very smart business man,” stormed 
out to get his boy’s money back, 
but found. both the plane and the 
airport owner gone. Papa Gen- 
tile’s disapproval of flying grew 
greater. But within a year, the 
combination of his son’s speeding 
fines and his Don‘s constant pleas 
finally broke down his resistance 
and he bought the youth a $3500 
plane. 

“IT thought I was pretty hot stuff 
in that plane,” Don admits, “but 
there was an awful long road 
ahead and I lost a lot of cockiness 


traveling it.” 
G self and his ability was a 
minus quantity in his first two 
combat missions with the R. A, F. 
“IT began getting it back the 
hard way—over Abbeville, France, 
on the third mission,” he recalls. 
“It was the worst experience I’ve 
ever been through in my life, but 
it gave me a needed grip on my- 
self and baptized me properly as 
a fighter pilot. I was flying No. 2 
to the wing commander when the 
first Jerries I had ever seen at- 
tacked head-on. They got the 
wing commander and a second 
later I looked ‘behind and saw 
them pounce on the other two in

our flight and shoot them down. 
That left me—alone. It was a 
bad moment and then I started 
functioning again, sunk the stick 
in all the way, went into a tignat 
turn and blacked out.* When I 
came to, I sunk it again as far 
as possible—you see it all depend- 
ed on who could take the moat 
Jerry or me, I figured I was in 
good condition and could probably 
take more than they could. 

“It was pretty awful. I don’t 
know how many times I blacked 
out. I kept spiralling tighter and 
tighter, going down nearer and 
nearer the ground. Finally, I shook 
them and came out of a turn and 
went boring home—as fast as I 


could.” 
F the thrill of his lifetime, his 

first two Jerries—all in an 
hour and a half over his tar- 
get. “It was ‘D’ day—'D’ for 
Dieppe day, August, 1942, and I 
was part of the force covering 
that landing operation on the 
French coast,” the ace _ recalls. 
It was hotter than blazes over 
Dieppe—I never saw s0 darn many 
Jerries. I did three half-hour 
sorties over the target area and 
don’t think I wasn’t tightened up 
like a trap drum. I had only had 
about 15 or 20 hours of combat 
flying.” 

“Green” or not, Gentile came 
back and painted his first two 
enemy crosses on the fuselage of 
his plane—the first representing a 
JU88 and the second a FW190. 

“The JU88 wasn’t so hard to 
brush off but that was my first 
encounter with FW190’s’ and 
they're really slick planes. Dieppe 
was tough in the air as well as 
on the ground, but when I found 
out what happened there later, it 
made me sort of sick. It’s like 
getting in a fight with someone 
and later on thinking of all the 
smart comebacks you could have 
made and didn’t. I kept thinking 
about all those Jerries and the 
ones I didn’t get.” 

Don also thought about the bat- 
tle ahead. After Dieppe, he knew 
that the fights ahead would be in- 
creasingly fierce and frequent. He 
told me: 

“It was like the time I realized 
back home that my days with the 
gang were over and we were now 
all grown men and on our own.” 
When Don had seen the end of 
the era of dances and  ~nightly 
drives around the countryside with 
a pretty girl, “cokes” and loud 
sports jackets, Harry James’ band 
and Saturday football games, he 
did something about it. 


“IT began pestering my family to 
let me sign up with the R. A. F.,” 
he said. “For the longest time 
they wouldn’t hear of it, but Itold 
them, ‘Look, even if I go to col- 
lege, I'll be drafted before I can 
get in the two years required by 
the United States Air Corps regu- 
lations, but if I go into the R.A. F. 
now I can transfer to the Ameri- 
can Air Force later. On Dec. 31, 
1941, | was on my way to the 
refresher achool at Glendale, Cal, 
accepted by the R. A. F., and my 
folks were really worried-—-it wasn't 
a very nice New Year's present 
for them.”

TIVE missions later, Don got 
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WO months later, Don had fin- 

ished his refresher course, and 

was en route to England via 
Canada with 37 other American 
volunteers. 

“Only two of the 38 of us are 
left,” Don said thoughtfully. “We 
went into combat almost immedi- 
ately. Finally, I found myself 
flying a Spitfire—a really hot 
combat plane—and what a mo- 
ment that was. The Spitfire is a 
sweetheart to fly. Anyone who 
flies it falls in love with that 
snake-hipped willowy lady—she's 
a real gal in the air.” 

The dark, hard-muscled young- 
ster stared across the windy fields. 
Then he turned and his eyes were 
a little unhappy as he said: 

“Of course, I’ve got a real sweet- 
heart. She’s a little, light-haired 
girl—typically American, [ guess 


you'd call her. YT can’t go home 
now, but I hope she'll wait just 
a bit.” 

You don’t have to be “slightly 
wacky and shot with luck,” but 
(rentile will testify that “it sure 
helps.” His most recent handout 
from Lady Luck saved him from 
death in a crash landing born of 
“some pretty crazy daisy-duating.” 
As always, Don returned from his 
mission feeling good, swooped 
down to “buzz” the field and sud- 
denly smacked the ground, bounc- 
ing almost two miles into a rough 
field. 

When the Jeep came to pick 
him up, Don was sitting nonchal- 
antly on the wing of his badly 
battered and almost halved plane, 
“Shangri-La.” The propellor was 
bent back like so many flower 
petals, the tail structure attached 
to the fuselage only by a few 
cables and tortured rivets. But 
Don himself apparently was suf- 
fering only from shock, a bruised 
elbow and a searing fury. 

As a result of his landing acci- 
dent, Gentile has been granted a 
short furlough. His commanding 
officer and others in his fighter 
group feel that he has stretched 
his luck too far and it is probable 


that he will be sent back to the 
United States for a rest. Don ad- 
mits that he would like to go 
home, but not for longer than a 
month, after which he wants to 
come back and resume his battle 
with Nazi flyers. 

Don wants at least four more 
confirmed “kills” in the air and 
he is confident he can get them. 
(Seven of the 30 enemy planes 
credited to Gentile were destroyed 
on the ground, while Maj. Richard 
Bong has scored 27 victories in 
the air in the Southwest Pacific.) 

As to stretching his luck too far, 
Don says: 

“That’s a lot of hokum. I may 
do screwy stunts over the field— 
like buzzing the ground crew and 
dispersal shack, but you can bet a 
year’s rations that I don’t monkey 
around in combat.”

HERE are a couple of tricks 
T Don would like to pass on to 
all the boys who will be com- 
ing over .here to fight in the air 
over Hitlerland: 

“One is to learn to stare fixedly 
for a long moment at every seg- 
ment of the sky when over enemy 
territory. The trouble with a lot 
of fellows is they just give the 
area a general giance and don't 
take in the distant specks which 
within the flicker of an eyelash 
turn out to be Jerries blazing 
away. 

Another Gentile hint of how to 
live to be an ace is “take good 
care of yourself and keep in tip- 
top condition.” Don’s only dissi- 
pation is one cigar after dinner, 
a habit picked up from the days 
he spent with the British R. A. F., 
and an occasional short Scotch 
before bedtime. Don is usually 
sound asleep by 11 p. m. His bat- 
man wakes him at 7 a. m. or 
earlier, 

Hie has infrequent datea with 
the local belles from the town 
near his air station and has taught 
many of them how to rhumba, 
but he dislikes jitterbugging. 

“Give me slow and easy music— 
and an American girl any time,” 
Don says. “I miss football, though 
from time to time I get a team 
together up here and play. There's 
some pretty good country here- 
abouts for horseback riding, but 
I don’t go for this jumping stuff, 
steeplechasing, or foxhunting—it's 
too dangerous,” the boy with 30 
“kills” and over 350 combat hours 
to his credit said seriously. “I'll 
take a Mustang with wings any 
day to one with flying hooves.”

They Battle Nazis in Many ie eam Men in Underground Activities in Some Countries.

LONDON, April 22. 

HE average active life of a 

woman in Europe's anti-Nazi 

“underground” is five to six 
months, 

The lives of 200 women in 
Czechoslovakia were taken for 
the assassination of Hitler’s hang- 


man, Reinhard Heydrich. Their 
total deaths in all Europe are not 
disproportionate to women’s share 
in underground activities, for in 


at least two countries, France and 
Holland—where much of the man- 
power has been kidnaped for 
Germany—women outnumber men 
in the underground, Their able 
helpers are their own children. 

“At the beginning,” says Maria 
Brzeska, an escape power of the 
Polish underground, “there was a 
general feeling among men that 
women wouldn’t be discreet. But 
they gained confidence when they 
realized that women could be 
tortured and still didn’t give away 
secrets.” 

In Poland, a girl in her teens 
was beaten to death with steel 
whips but refused to turn in- 
former on the underground paper 
for which she had been a re- 
porter. 

In that country, one monthly 
periodical “Zywia” and one paper 
for children “Biedronka” are 
staffed completely by women. In 
addition, women work in cellars 
and garrets on 120 other Polish 
underground publications, 

They carry messages and mount 
guard at secret headquarters and 
work with men in carrying out 
the execution of Nazis condemned 
by their secret tribunals. 

So thorough is their infiltration 
that German papers in Poland 
carry warnings to the soldiers 
that the barmaid, the waitress, the 
milkmaid on the farm all belong 
to the underground and are list- 
ening carefully to their secrets.

In Czechoslovakia, where more 
women have been executed by the 
gestapo than in any other Euro- 
pean country, they still lead the 
“go slow” campaign in factories. 

Last year in March, when the 
Germans ordered total Czech mob- 
dlization and registration, women 
working as registrars filled in 
forms incorrectly, resulting in 
thousands of workers being sent 
to the wrong destinations. This 
type of thing happens everywhere. 

Whatever the workers’ destina- 
tion, they take their underground 
with them. In Germany itself it

NEIGHBOR OFFERS SILENT SYMPATHY,

COLUMBIA, Mo. April 22. 

T was the night before the sale, 
| tne last night that the farm 

would be their home. George 
Drake, 34-year-old farmer, and his 
comely wife were dog-tired, for it 
had been a hard day getting 
ready for the sale, all the while 
remembering that tomorrow the 
auctioneer’s chant, “How much 
am I bid?” would be heard in the 
yard, in barn lot and pasture. He 
would sing-song his “going, going, 
gone,” and things that were dear, 
things that had cost five years of 
hard work, would be knocked 
down to neighbors and strangers 
and carried away. 

Drake and his wife were sorry 
but not down-hearted. It was hard 
but they could take it. Men like 
Drake were needed in the Army. 
They must be or he would not 
have been called, farmer and 
stockraiser that he was, and a 
father besides. At first they had 
classified him 3-C. Then, a month 
or so ago, he had been reclassi- 
fied 1-A. He had passed the ex- 
amination and that very day, the 
day before the sale, his call had 
come. By the first of May he 
would be on his way. 

It was okay with George Drake, 
if the Army needed him that 
badly, and okay with his wife, but 
he couldn’t be a solider and a 
farmer too, and his wife couldn’t 
carry on because there was no 
help to be had. So they had sold 


the farm and tomorrow the auc- 
tioneer would “cry” the chattels 
and the stock and all the loved 
trophies of their toil, down to the 
baby chair which had been their 
child’s, but it was all right. 

“This war is for all of us,” said 
Drake.” I’m no better than any 
other man. My brother has been 
a prisoner in the Philippines for 
more than a year. I have two 
uncles, a brother-in-law, a nephew 
and a niece in the services. I 
might as well be with them.”

RS. DRAKE smiled to fend 
M off the tears. “We both lived 

on farms when we were chil- 
dren,” she said. “We always want- 
ed to be farmers. We had been 
married 11 years when we got our 
chance. We bought this 100-acre 
place and came here to live 
came because we wanted to. This 
was going to be our home always. 
Naturally I hate to leave it and go 
back to town, and naturally I’m 
sorry to see George go, but if they 
need him that’s all there is to it, 
even though we have to sell out. 
But we're not bitter about it-—not 
in the least. He feels he’s no better 
than other men. We'll wait for 
him there in town and when he 
comes back we'll buy another 
farm.” 

Now it was the day of the sale, 
Drake and his wife were early 
astir. After the stock had been fed 
they carried from the house and 
outbuildings their smaller posses 
sions and placed them in orderly 
array in the yard, Mra. Drake, 
wearing boots because the ground 
was soft, was sometimes in doubt 
and asked her husband “Does this 


go?” half hoping that he would 
say no. In most cases, though, he 
answered yes, and with a little 
sigh she carried the articles out 
and placedsthem on the lawn. 
When she came to the baby’s 
chair she didn’t need to ask, They 
had decided that, with the chair 


outgrown by their little girl, they |. 


wouldn’t need it any more, 

It was a bright crisp day and 
farmers came from miles around 
and parked their cars in the yard 
and along Brown Station road. 
They had read the sale bills that 
had been posted announcing that 
Drake, having been inducted into 
the armed forces, would sell his 
cattle, hogs, sheep, chickens and 
chattels, and other articles too nu- 
merous to mention—not mention- 
ing the baby chair because they 
had not made up their minds 
when the sale bills were printed 
whether they would let it go. 

In yard and barn lot the men 
milled about, handling the articles 
that would be offered and ap- 
praising with practiced, imperson- 
al eyes the pigs in the pens, the 
cattle in the pasture and the ewes 
that grazed on the lawn with their 
lambs gamboling about them,

HERE were not many women, 
7 for the household goods were 

not to be sold. Those who 
came were mostly neighbor wom- 
en who wanted to stand by Mrs. 
Drake in what they knew was an 
ordeal for her. 

Into the crowd breezed R. T. 
Jacobs, the auctioneer, in leather 
coat, crumpled hat, pants thrust 
into boot-tops and carrying the 
inevitable cane that is the auc- 
tioneer’s ataff of office. 

“All right, get ‘em together,” he 
called, and the farmers, made 
aware, greeted him with “hello, 
Jake.” He returned the greeting, 
calling them by their first names, 
for he knew most of them. 

Then, “All right, boys, let’s go,” 
and to those who had strolled to 
the barn lot he called “Come on, 
come on, come on.” It was his 
rallying cry. When they drew 
near he admonished them: “You 
know what the good book says— 
he who hesitates is lost.”’ 

That was the way he always 
started off. It was meant to con- 
vey the idea that he knew some- 
thing about the good book and to 
encourage brisk. bidding. He 
couldn't fook away his time be 
cause he was a busy man. He had 
“cried” 32 sales in March 7 28 
in February and it looked ike 
April was going to beat ’em all. 
So he went briskly down the line, 
holding up small articles with 
“Who'll give a dime?” All that he 
wanted was to get them started, 
trusting his wiles and the com- 
petitive spirit to do the rest. Sur- 
prisingly good prices were brought 
by articles that are not to be 
found at the stores. Bidders who 
hesitated found themselves lost, 
for Jake lived up to his record as 
an agile auctioneer, 

Only once did Jake lower his 
voice, That wag when he came 
to the baby chair, He was callous 
all right, but here was something 
that was a sort of symbol of the 
farm homes that have been 
broken up by the war. They all 
sensed that and the bids were 
quietly spoken. The chair went

enough to sit in a high chair and 
Mrs. Drake watched as it was 
carried away. 

Before set of sun most of the 
goods and chattels had been borne 
away and the stock driven to new 
pastures, At the end of the day 
Drake and his wife stood alone 
on the farm which had _ . been 
stripped of all that they had put 
upon it, 

They stood as thousands of 
other farmers and their wives 
have stood, all over Missouri! and 
all over the country, through the 
winter and spring, on farms that 
have been stripped under the auc- 
tioneer’s hammer because of the 
need of men for the armed forces 
~—~young farm owners like George 
Drake who have been called to the 
colors, old farmers whose _ sons 
have been taken and who cannot 
get help because the farmhands 
have been taken too. 


In most of the counties of Mis- 
souri since the first of the year 
have been farm auction 
Sales almost every day and some- 
times there have been two or 
three on the same day, though 
this is a conflict which owners 
and auctioneers try to avoid. 
There is good renson to believe 
that all over the country the same 
thing has been going on,

T is a situation that is viewed 

with concern by agricultural 

economists in Missouri and with 
out doubt in other states. O. R. 
Johnson, chairman of the Agricul- 
tural Economics Department of 
the College of Agriculture at the 
University of Missouri, sees in the 
drift from the farms a grave 
threat to the food supply. The 
food that is needed, he says, is not 
in hand and ig not in sight. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has said that there 
is going to be sufficient food, but 
Johnson says it isn’t so as far as 
Missouri is concerned, He thinks 
the President has been’ misin- 
formed, 


For one thing, unfavorable 
weather has delayed spring plant- 
ing. Under the rule of averages 
this may be a bad crop year. 
There have been three good ones. 
It’s about time to expect a bad 
one. Even under normal condi- 
tions production might be off 25 
per cent. Under present condi- 
tions there is no telling how much 
it might be off. 

There are in the United States 
600,000 men under the age of. 26 
on the farms. It is expected that 
most of these will be taken into 
the armed services. That, says 
Johnson, would leave the oldsters 
to do the producing with iInexperi- 
enced help, and they can’t do the 
job, because modern farming is a 
technical thing and it can’t be 
done by inexperienced men, 

“We are told,” says Johnson, 
“that in 60 days farmers can train 
hands to do the necessary work on 
the farms. But they haven't got 
60 days. The spring planting is 
already late. If the weather breaks 
there will be a big job of planting 
to be done in 30 days. It cannot 
be done with inexperienced help. 
Seasons don't wait for men to be 
trained.” 

It is a conservative estimate, 
says Johnson, that by reason of 
the shortage of help on the farm 
there will be a 7 per cent increase 
in idle farms this year. That is 
what the auctions mean. Last year 
it was different. Most of the good 
land vacated then was taken over 
by neighboring farmers’ with

mechanized equipment and hands 
to operate the machines and cul- 
tivate- 

This year good land will lie idle 
because of the lateness of the sea- 
son and the inability of farmers 
who remain on the land to culti- 
vate increased acreage. This will 
mean a definite shrinkage of crops 
and animal products. The 7 per 
cent increase in idle farms is only 
part of it, says Johnson. The late 
season aggravates the situation. 
Even with a good season from now 
on the production could not equal 
that of last year. 
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F farm workers could be de- 
| ferred only 90 days, says John- 

son, it would be a great help. If 
they were left on the farms to 
plant the crops, the harvesting 
might be managed, for . that 
doesn't call for the skill that is re- 
quired for the planting. Johnson 
doesn’t believe that young farmers 
from 18 to 26 years old, the ages 
at which they are more helpful, 
want to be exempted, but it is a 
serious food situation that faces 
the country and these young men, 
instead of incurring criticism for 
staying on the farms, should be 
honored for doing so. 


It is not only the shortage of 
help that is bothering the farmers 
but the uncertainty. There are 
men like Drake who have, through 
the winter and the slowly-opening 
apring, been stopped itn their 
tracks because it was not certain 
whether they would be ealled. 
Drake had gone go far as to ar- 
range for taking over an addition- 
al hundred acres of bottom land 
and planting corn to increase his 
grain production, If the weather 
had been favorable, he would have 
had his corn planted by now and 
by being inducted would have lost 
his crop, 


It was against the same uncer- 
tainty that Drake took chances 
last fall in deciding to carry his 
stock through the winter. He 
would have been $700 better off if 
he had sold the stock then. for it 
cost him that much to feed them 
through the winter. 

Johnson, brought 
farm and a farmer still, uses a 
homely figure of speech to de- 
scribe the situation. “The farm. 
er,” he says, “is a man with one 
foot in his breeches leg.” 


All through the fine farming 
country of central and northern 
and northwestern Missouri the 
story is the same—auction sales 
every day, crops unplanted, an 
appalling shortage of labor and 
worse to come, aged farmers who 
are not the men they used to be 
taking up again the tasks that 
they had given over to their sons, 
their only hope of help in men 
as old as themselves who were 
good hands in their day, auction 
sales the alternative.

Everywhere dead walls are plas- 
tered with sale bills and county 
newspapers are filled with adver- 
tisements, sometimes as many as 
half a dozen in a single issue. 
Many of them strike an apologetic 
or at least an explanatory note, 
for farmers do not like to have

auction sales. To them a sale is 
something like failure or defeat. 
So they explain. One, like George 
Drake, has been inducted. An- 
other’s son has been taken, An- 
other cannot get help. Another is 
“retiring.” Once in a while there 
is a note of bitterness; but for the 
most part it is merely their way 
of saying “You see how it is.” 
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HERE was the case of Mra, 
T ametis M. Fast, in Livingston 

County, out of Chillicothe: “On 
account of my health and being 
unable to get help I am com- 
pelled to sell my farm of 60 acres 
and all personal. property.” 

Here was a widow who had 
tried to carry on but, because she 
could not get help, had given up. 
On the night before her sale, Mrs, 
Fast, coming in from milking her 
cows. told her simple story. She 
was 63 years old. All her life she 
had lived on a farm, on this one 
39 years. She had learned to milk 
when she was seven, Always she 
vorked in the fields, worked with 
her father and then with her hus- 
band. Her husband died in 1041. 
For three yenrsa she had a ahare- 
renter, Now he had moved away 
to better himself and she couldn't 
get anybody in his place, 

So tomorrow she would sell the 
Place and everything on it except 
12 pieces of furniture that she 
would take along when she moved 
to town. In some ways she hated 
to leave and in some ways she 
didn’t. What she would miss most 
would be her cement food cellar 
where she had always had enough 
canned fruits and vegetables to 
last her for a year, This year the 
farm would likely lie fallow and 
there would be only the peach 
trees and blackberry bushes to 
make their contribution of food, 
kKarm conditions. says Mra, Fast, 
are the worst in her time. 

At every county seat it is the 
fame story. The farmers are sell- 
ing out. The chant of the auction- 
eers is heard in the land! “How 
much am I bid?

UFUS BLAIR, whose letter from “Double-Dubuque” (or Holly-

HE development of four young blue- 

birds, from the egg to the fledgling 

stage is traced in these color pictures 
taken in Florida. About a month elapsed 
from the time the eggs were photo- 
graphed until the fledglings (young birds 
with sufficient feathers for flight) were 
ready to leave the nest. The bluebird, 
among the first spring migrants to arrive 
in the St. Louis area, is one of the best 
loved birds in the United States. Bearing 
the scientific name ‘‘Sialia Sialis,” it is re- 
lated to the robin, but, unlike that bird, 
usually builds its nest in a hole in a tree. 
Its most common enemy is the English 
sparrow, which often drives the mated 
pair away after they are nesting.

Next hearing on natural versus artificial gas is to be held 
by the aldermanic committee on May 5, when Laclede Gas Light 
Company's views on a change-over to full natural gas will be 
sought. Proponents of the change contend natural gas would 
be cheaper, and reduce rates to consumers; that it has a greater 
heating value; and would, if provided at lower rates, encourage 
use Of gas for home heating and industrial purposes, thereby 
further decreasing the St. Louis smoke problem. Opponents 
maintain reduction of rates to be merely a possibility, not a cer- 
tainty; that at best individual consumers would gain but a small 
amount yearly. They hold that gas-using appliances would need 
to be adjusted to natural gas because of the different heating 
quality, causing not only inconvenience, but loss of time, much’ 
expense, and possibly waste of critical materials; that if the 
coking plant of the Laclede company were forced to shut down 
by the change, many employes would be thrown out of work.

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Attack Supports The Red Army 
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HEAVY British-American air offensive, radiating 
from Foggia, Italy, and closely co-ordinated with 
the Red Army advance, is attempting to batter into 
uselessness Nazi supply lines and sources in the Balkans 
in support of the Soviet front. A like offensive, also based 
in Italy but augmented by sea power, is working with the 
Yugoslav Partisang of Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz by bomb- 
ing Nazi airfields and communications, harassing Nazi 
shipping along the Dalmatian coast. 

Design of the intense assault, which has extended 
into Southern Germany and Austria, is to hamper the 
flow of supplies to German troops opposing Russia in 
the Balkans and fighting Tito in Yugoslavia. 

Allied attacks on Bulgaria may have a secondary 
purpose: To impress on already pro-Russian Bulgars 
consequences of association with Germany, and thus 
hasten a break. Russia is not formally at war with 
Bulgaria, and cannot attack Nazi centers in that state. 

Heaviest blows last week were in the Belgrade and 
Sofia areas, vital points on the Zagreb-Bucharest Rai)- 
road, which is the Nazis’ main artery to the Southern 
Russian front from Austria and Yugoslavia. Strong forces 
of American Liberators and Fortresses poured bombs into 


rail yards at those cities, while a smaller force raided 
Zemun airfield near Belgrade, used by transport aircraft 
in flying supplies to the Russo-German front. Another at- 
tack, on Brasov, Romania, took American airmen within 
about 115 miles of the Red Army line. 

On the map on this page arrows show the four ma- 
jor targets, son Aan and Budapest, Sofia and Belgrade, 
that have been subjected to concentrated, repeated as 
sault in the co-ordinated offensive. Bomb bursts, not 
pointed by arrow, mark effective but less intense raids on 
air, manufacturing, or communication centers elsewhere. 

Raids on Budapest in the past two weeks aimed at, 
and apparently damaged, a major steel works and arma- 
ment factory, airfield, refinery, railway yards, barracks, 
and aircrafts component works. Bucharest, with exten- 
sive freight yards, is the tank car center for oil being 
shipped from the Ploesti fields in Romania to the Danube 
River for trans-shipment by barge to the front. Ploesti 
oil is life-blood to the Nazi war machine. Its source as 
well as distribution has been under unceasing assault. 
The United States Foreign Economic Administration has 
asserted that if Ploesti were captured or cut off, Ger- 
many would. lose about one-third of its total oil supply.

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Soviet as well as American airmen have pounded the 
field. Allied air bombardment also has hampered Ger- 
many’s armament industry by blows at the chrome sup- 
ply from the Balkans and by smashing industrial cities. 

As early as last August Africa-based planes partly 
demolished the Messerschmitt aircraft plant at Wiener- 
Neustadt, in Austria. Nazi plane and arms output has 
been disrupted by raids on Nuremberg, most important 
railway and industrial center in South Germany; on 
Vienna; Steyr, major ball bearing manufactory, and 
Regensburg, both in Austria; rail yards at Plovdiv, Bul- 
garia; air fields at r and Tokol, Hungary. Russian 
planes also have struck behind the enemy lines, pound- 
ing Constanta, Black Sea port, and Galati, port and vital 
supply center on the Danube. 

Marshal Tito, whose estimated 250,000 followers are 
augmented by British and American combat troops, has 
been supported by air raids on Zagreb, capital of Croatia,

ILITARY opinion, shaped by battles on the widely scattered 
fronts of World War II, is restoring the infantry to its traditional 
place as the “queen of battles.’’
